Drexel  Hall,  constructed  in 
1888  as  an  Indian  Normal 
School,  was  listed  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic 
Places  in  1973.  From  1999 
through  2003,  it  appeared 
on  Historic  Landmarks 
Foundation  of  Indiana’s 
10  Most  Endangered. 


Rehabilitation  of  Drexel  Hall  began  in  April 
after  a  six-year  effort  to  save  the  National 
Register-listed  building.  A  $500,000  grant  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Economic  Development  Initiative  is  funding  the  exterior 
restoration  of  the  1 888  landmark.  Rehabilitation  of  the  first 
floor  will  be  completed  with  funds  from  the  Indiana 
Department  of  Commerce  Community  Focus  Fund, 
through  the  Jasper  County  Commissioners. 

“The  preservation  and  restoration  of  Drexel  Hall  has  been 
a  top  priority  for  us  for  many  years,  and  we  join  in 
celebrating  a  new  chapter  in  the  building’s  life,”  said  Reid 
Williamson,  President  of  Historic  Landmarks  Foundation 
of  Indiana. 

Following  the  rehabilitation,  the  Rensselaer  Adult 
Learning  Center  and  Saint  Joseph's  College  Office  of 
Continuing  Education  and  Summer  Programs  will  occupy 
the  first  Poor.  Plans  for  the  use  of  the  second  and  third 
floors  remain  in  development.  The  partnership  that 
mobilized  to  save  the  building  includes  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  Historic  Landmarks  Foundation  of  Indiana, 
Historic  Preservation  Association  of  Jasper  County,  col¬ 
lege  alumni,  and  business  leaders. 


Student  Colloquium 
Presents  Best  of  SJC 

On  March  30th,  Saint  Joseph’s  College  hosted 
its  first  annual  academic  colloquium  on 
campus.  The  colloquium  included  original 
student  work  from  a  variety  of  academic  disci¬ 
plines,  ranging  from  English  to  Biology  and  En¬ 
vironmental  science.  Presentations  included 
papers,  displays  on  research  results,  and  creative 
forms  of  scholarly  activities. 

Participating  students  were  selected  by  the 
faculty  of  their  respective  departments  and 
required  to  submit  an  abstract  of  the  project  to 
be  presented.  Dr.  Robert  Brodman,  Professor 
of  Biology  and  Environmental  Science  and 
Colloquium  Organizer,  believes  the  program 
provided  two  important  benefits.  “Firstly,  it 
gave  participating  students  the  opportunity  to 
gain  the  experience  of  presenting  their  work 
to  peers.  Secondly,  it  helped  foster  a  better 
academic  culture  at  the  College,”  he  explained. 
“Underclassmen  in  attendance  saw  the  excel¬ 
lent  work  that  upperclassmen  were  able  to 
produce.  This  encourages  the  underclassmen 
to  set  higher  goals  for  themselves  in  the  years 
ahead.”

On  April  18,  Charles  “Tony”  Gillespie, 
current  Woodrow  Wilson  Visiting 
Fellow  and  former  United  States  Ambassa¬ 
dor  to  Chile,  Colombia,  and  Grenada,  arrived 
at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  for  a  week-long  stay. 
He  spoke  to  Latin  American  History  and 
International  Business  courses  and  sections 
of  Core  8  about  Latin  America  and  also  gave 
a  lecture  titled  “The  Rise  and  Fall  of  Democ¬ 
racies  and  Dictators  in  Latin  America”  for  the 
campus  community. 

“Gillespie  brings  real  world  experience  to 
the  classroom  and  has  led  a  very  active  life 
in  government  through  his  many  important 
positions,”  explained  Peter  Watkins,  Asso¬ 
ciate  Professor  of  Political  Science  and 
Academic  Cabinet  Faculty-at-Large  Repre¬ 
sentative.  “He  illustrates  one  very  valuable 
idea  to  students:  the  ideas  we  discuss 
inside  the  classroom  echo  loudly  outside. 
These  discussions  we  have  in  class  do  not 
end  at  the  door.” 

Gillespie,  a  1958  graduate  of  the  University 
of  California  at  Los  Angeles,  was  named 
Ambassador  and  Chief  of  Mission  in  Grenada 
while  serving  as  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary 
of  State  for  Inter-American  Affairs,  during 
which  he  was  responsible  for  Caribbean 
policy  from  1983-1985.  He  was  also  Ambas¬ 
sador  to  Colombia  from  1985-1988,  after 
which  he  served  as  Ambassador  to  Chile  from 
1988-1991.  In  addition  to  serving  as  a 
Wilson  Fellow,  Gillespie  currently  serves  as 
a  Senior  Resident  Fellow  in  the  Forum  for 
International  Policy,  as  well  as  a  principal  in 
the  Scowcroft  Group,  a  business  firm  offer¬ 
ing  strategic  counsel  and  advice  to  firms 
interested  or  engaged  in  investment  and  trade 
in  emerging  markets.

Four  service-based  honors  were  awarded  over  Commencement  weekend 
by  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  Three  of  those  awards  were  distributed  by 
the  senior  class  as  accolades  for  select  faculty  who  have  served  as 
inspiring  examples  to  the  College  community.  The  Religio  Award,  which  hon¬ 
ors  an  individual  who  embodies  Catholic  and  Christian  humanistic  values,  was 
presented  to  Associate  Vice  President  of  Academic  Affairs  Rev.  Tim  McFarland, 
C.PP.S.  ’78,  who  has  been  teaching  courses  in  Religion  and  Philosophy  since 
1985.  The  Moralitas  Award,  which  recognizes  high  moral  character  in  all 
personal  and  professional  aspects  of  life,  was  granted  to  Assistant  Professor  of 
Education  Tom  Ryan  ’70,  who  joined  the  College’s  Education  Department  in 
1990.  The  Scientia  Award  was  awarded  to  Assistant  Professor  of  English 
William  Motttolese,  who  recently  celebrated  his  fifth  anniversary  with  SJC. 

Lastly,  President  Ernest  Mills  III  presented  Luke  Hansen  ’04  with  the  St. 
Joseph  the  Educator  Award,  which  is  presented  to  an  SJC  faculty-or-staff 
nominated  student  who  is  viewed  as  a  model  of  Christian  life  by  living  in 
service  to  others.

As  part  of  the  Mental  Health  Advocacy  Project,  he  will  work  on  both  individual 
and  system  levels  to  ensure  compliance  with  laws  governing  mental  health 
patients’  rights  in  psychiatric  facilities  and  programs  and  represent  patients  in 
mental  health  due  process  hearings.

OPENING  DOORS  for  the  Class  of 2004 


Prior  to  the  College’s  Commencement  ceremony 
on  May  9th,  members  of  the  Class  of  2004  were 
already  finding  their  places  in  “the  real  world,” 
securing  jobs,  internships,  and  enrollment  into  graduate 
school  before  ever  stepping  foot  across  the  stage. 

Perhaps  most  notable  about  this  year’s  class  is  its 
commitment  to  ministry.  Luke  Hansen  ’04  was 
accepted  into  the  Jesuit  Volunteer  Corps,  the  largest 
Catholic  lay  volunteer  program  in  the  country 
( see  page  10).  Shenley  Roberts  ’04  and  Kenny 
Shumard  ’04  have  joined  AmeriCorps’  National 
Civilian  Community  Corps,  a  ten-month  residential 
program  that  stations  its  members  in  locations 
throughout  the  country  and  requires  them  to  complete 
service  projects  in  the  areas  of  education,  disaster 
relief,  homelessness,  and  the  environment.  Mike 
Wallach  ’04  will  also  be  serving  a  branch  of 
AmeriCorps  titled  City  Year  New  Hampshire,  for 
which  he’ll  mentor,  provide  after-school  activities, 


and  perform  other  services  in  the  New  Hampshire 
school  system.  Roberts,  Shumard,  and  Wallach  will 
each  receive  a  small  monthly  stipend  and,  upon 
completion  of  their  terms,  an  education  award  to  be 
applied  toward  educational  loans  or  furthering  their 
education. 

Many  are  also  enrolled  in  graduate  school.  Eric 
Hall  ’04  will  begin  a  program  in  Antebellum  Ameri¬ 
can  History  this  fall  at  Purdue  University,  where  he 
received  a  full-tuition  assistantship.  Out  of  more  than 
5,000  applicants,  Jennifer  Zak  ’04  was  one  of  only 
320  undergraduates  to  be  accepted  into  DePaul

Volunteers  Spring  into  Work 
for  International  Collegiate  Challenge 

For  the  average  college  student,  a  typical  spring  break  includes  sleeping 
into  the  afternoon  and  sun  tanning  on  the  beach.  But  this  year,  students 
belonging  to  SJC’s  Habitat  For  Humanity  chapter  said  good-bye  to  the 
beach  and  hello  to  Austin,  Texas,  where  they  participated  in  Habitat  International’s 
annual  Collegiate  Challenge  during  the  week  of  March  8th.  There,  Pumas  strapped 
on  their  tool  belts  and  invested  more  than  30  hours  of  physical  labor  into  helping 
build  a  home  for  a  family  in  need. 

Habitat,  a  Christian-based  ministry  dedicated  to  eliminating  poverty  housing, 
sponsored  its  16th  Collegiate  Challenge  program  this  year.  By  April  18th,  college 
students  raised  $1  million  and  built  450  homes  in  225  locations  throughout  rural 
and  inner-city  areas  of  the  United  States  and  Mexico.

celebrated  his 
19th  birthday  with¬ 
out  ever  having  played  a 
game  of  organized  basket¬ 
ball,  yet  today  Jimmy 
Thordsen  ’75  holds 
more  records  on  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  basket¬ 
ball  court  than  any  other 
player  in  the  College’s 
history.  Arriving  at  SJC  in 
1971  from  Santurce, 
Puerto  Rico,  Thordsen 
wore  the  #50  jersey  play¬ 
ing  as  a  reserve,  but  soon 
proved  the  skills  that  earned 
him  the  nickname  Human  Rocket.  During  his  four 
years  at  SJC,  he  became  the  Pumas’  all-time  leading 
scorer  with  2,148  total  points,  earned  MVP  honors 
his  sophomore,  junior,  and  senior  years,  and  became 
the  first  and  only  player  in  the  Indiana  Collegiate 
Conference  and  Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  his¬ 
tory  to  be  named  the  league’s  most  valuable  player 
for  three  straight  years.  He  holds  single-game  and 
career  records  in  almost  every  category  imaginable 
including,  but  not  limited  to:  most  career  rebounds 
(945);  most  field  goals  attempted  and  made  (1485- 
809);  most  field  goals  scored  at  home  (416);  most 
field  goals  scored  away  (393);  most  20-point  games 
in  a  career  (55);  most  points  scored  in  one  season 
(753);  and  most  points  ever  scored  in  one  game  (53 
vs.  Valparaiso  at  Valparaiso  in  1974).  He  was  named 
Little  All-American  and  Academic  All-American  his 
junior  and  senior  years,  was  a  member  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Basketball  Team  that  represented  Puerto  Rico 
in  the  1972  Olympic  Games  trials,  and  played  on  the 
Puerto  Rican  National  Team  in  the  1976  Olympics 
in  Montreal.

College  will  honor  Jimmy  Thordsen  at  a  special 
Reunion  Dinner  Ceremony  by  forever  retiring  his 
#50  basketball  jersey. 
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The  Alumni  Service  Award  recognizes  the  selfless  giving  ot 
time,  efforts,  and  talents  to  Saint  Joseph’s  College  by  her  gradu¬ 
ates.  The  2004  recipients  of  the  this  award  are  Frank  Caccamo

The  College  Fund  of  Saint  Joseph's  College 
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“Habitat  embodies  what  the  Gospel  values  ask  us  to  do: 
“put  faith  into  action,”  said  Fred  Berger,  Faculty  Advisor 
for  SJC’s  chapter  and  Associate  Professor  of  Communi¬ 
cation.  “It’s  too  easy  just  to  write  a  check  and  throw  it  in 
the  Mass  collection  on  Sunday.  With  Habitat,  you 
actually  put  your  love  for  God’s  people  out  there  for 
everyone  to  see.  That’s  what  we’re  told  in  various 
Biblical  verses  to  do.” 

Before  pulling  out  their  hammers,  chapter  members  rolled 
up  their  sleeves  and  spent  Monday  morning  wrapping  up 
hot  dogs  and  loading  a  van  for  an  afternoon  run  of 
Mobile  Loaves  and  Fishes,  an  organization  based  in 
Austin  that  delivers  food  and  clothing  to  the  city’s  home¬ 
less.  In  the  afternoon,  they  joined  a  DE-construction  crew 
in  tearing  down  a  house  and  salvaging  usable  materials, 
allowing  those  materials  to  be  transferred  a  local  Habitat 
“RE-store”  and  sold  to  customers  at  a  discounted  price. 

On  Tuesday,  the  group  arrived  at  6507  Garden  View  at 
7:30  a.m.  for  their  first  day  of  construction.  Tasks  included 
installing  a  metal-tin  roof,  mounting  side  paneling  and 
constructing  walls  for  the  house’s  interior. 

Throughout  the  week,  the  assignments  presented 
challenges  as  well  as  rewards.  “The  materials  we  used 
were  somewhat  fragile.  We  would  sometimes  spend  10 
to  15  minutes  measuring, 
marking  and  cutting  one  piece 
of  siding,  only  to  have  it  break 
just  as  we  were  ready  to 
nail  it,”  explained  Kenny 
Shumard  ’04.  The  upside: 

“Seeing  the  difference  we 
made  on  the  house  in  the  few 
days  we  were  there  was  awe¬ 
inspiring.  It  was  not  the  same 
as  it  was  when  we  got  there,” 
he  said.  “We  made  it  better  and  did  meaningful  work  to 
bring  a  family  closer  to  owning  a  home  of  their  own.” 

In  the  eyes  of  Lindsay  Littlefield,  AmeriCorps  Volunteer 
Services  Assistant  who  serves  as  a  liaison  between

overpass  that  had  several  homeless  people  sleeping  underneath  it,” 
Wallach  said.  “I  often  thought  about  those  people  throughout  the  day 
and  hoped  that  by  helping  to  build  this  house,  one  more  person 
would  be  saved  from  such  harsh  conditions.” 

incoming  Habitat  campus  chapters  and  the  Austin 
affiliate,  minor  setbacks  pale  in  comparison  to  the  results 


produced  by  Habitat  volunteers.  “Normally  we  receive 
volunteers  every  Saturday,  with  the  occasional  weekday 
group.  Groups  like  this  allow  a  house  to  be  completed  up 
to  eight  weeks  ahead  of  schedule,”  she  said.

they  have  a  chance  to  relax....  But  they’re  not,”  he  said. 
“They’re  mucking  through  mud,  gobbling  down  sand¬ 
wiches,  and  working  from  dawn  to  dusk  to  help  a  family 
realize  a  dream  of  owning  their  home,  giving  kids  a  yard 
to  play  in,  a  room  to  be  proud  of,  a  place  to  study,  a  place 
to  call  home.  And  they  do  it  with  such  spirit.  There’s  no 
way  to  put  a  price  on  that.” 

As  a  10-time  Collegiate  Challenge  veteran,  Berger  serves 
as  a  proud  witness  to  the  students’  achievements  and  their 
commitment  to  Habitat’s  mission.  “It  impresses  me  that 
they  would  give  up  their  vacation  -  and  a  chance  to  be 
with  friends  on  a  beach  somewhere  -  to  spend  it  helping 
someone  less  fortunate,  sometimes  without  meeting  the 
families  that  they’re  helping,”  he  said.  “Some  of  these 
students  have  gone  on  two,  three  or  even  four  spring  break 
trips  -  and  paid  for  the  privilege  of  going!”  He  added, 
“Taking  college  students  on  a  Habitat  build  for  a  week 
develops  the  Habitat  leaders  of  tomorrow.  They  always 
have  a  great  time  and  want  to  do  more  of  this  type  of 
work.  When  they  graduate,  they  might  look  for  a  Habitat 
affiliate  in  their  area  and  get  involved.” 


That  extra  time  and  effort  received  from  Collegiate  Chal¬ 
lenge  volunteers  makes  a  big  difference  to  Habitat 
homeowners.  Littlefield  used  the  family  moving  into  6507 
Garden  View  as  a  prime  example.  “The  husband  is  a  man 
in  his  seventies  or  eighties,  and  his  wife  is  confined  to  a 
wheelchair.  One  of  their  grown  daughters  has  mental 
disabilities  and  needs  full-time  care,”  she  said.  “The  last 
home  they  were  in  was  an  apartment  with  a  caved-in  roof, 
dripping  pipes,  and  mold  growing  everywhere.  And 
because  it  wasn’t  built  to  accommodate  people  with 
disabilities,  the  wife  couldn’t  even  wheel  herself  down 
the  hallway  without  scraping  her  hands  against  the  walls. 
We  couldn’t  serve  families  like  them  without  the  energy 
of  our  volunteers.”

Blaire  Henley  ’02 


Blaire  Henley  ’02,  a  second-year 
student  at  the  Indiana  University 
(IU)  School  of  Law,  competed  in  the 
school’s  annual  Moot  Court  Competi¬ 
tion  on  February  1 8th,  in  which  over  144 
students  took  part.  Out  of  the  two  issues 
argued  by  participants,  Henley  earned 
top  honors  for  Issue  2. 

“I  was  thrilled  to  win,”  she  said.  “It’s 
hard  to  stand  out  in  law  school,  and  I 
knew  this  activity  was  my  chance  to 
make  an  impact.  I  was  incredibly  pleased 
with  the  outcome.” 

Aiming  to  emulate  oral  arguments 
presented  in  the  appellate  court  process, 
IU’s  Moot  Court  Competition  is 
competitive,  causing  students  to  begin 
preparation  as  early  as  last  fall.  Partici¬ 
pants  were  assigned  one  issue  and  paired 
with  a  partner  to  prepare  oral  arguments 
and  write  a  30-page  brief,  which  outlined 
the  facts  of  the  issue,  its  history  in  the 
court  system,  the  pair’s  own  viewpoint, 
and  citations  of  previous  cases  that 
supported  their  position.  Though 
students  made  their  argument  with  his/ 
her  partner,  scores  were  based  on 
individual  performances. 

After  three  rounds,  the  board  made  a  cut 
to  the  top  32  participants,  who  then  faced 
off  with  each  other,  narrowing  the  final¬ 


ists  to  16,  then  eight,  four,  and 
finally  two.  Henley  was  deemed 
champion  for  Issue  2,  which  asked 
students  to  determine  whether  a 
district  judge  erred  in  refusing  to 
evaluate  expert  testimony  provided 
by  two  witnesses  before  allowing 
their  testimony  to  be  taken  under 
consideration. 

For  Henley,  her  win  was  due  in  part 
to  the  intense  studying  she  engaged 
in  months  prior  to  the  competition. 
It  was  also  a  result  of  her  education 
at  SJC.  “Anytime  I  had  to  speak  in 
class  prepared  me  for  oral  argu¬ 
ments,  and  I  wrote  constantly,  so 
that  prepared  me  for  writing  briefs,” 
she  said.  “I  think  my  greatest  asset 
was  confidence  -  I  had  to  believe  I 
could  do  it.  Defending  my  positions 
in  Core  discussion  classes  gave  me 
that  confidence.”

Baseball  Team  Qualifies 
F or  GLV C  Tournament 

The  SJC  baseball  team  closed  out  the  2004  season  18- 
18  in  the  Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  and  24-28 
overall,  clinching  a  berth  in  the  Great  Lakes  Valley  Con¬ 
ference  Tournament  after  narrowly  missing  the  event  the 
previous  year. 

The  Pumas  entered  the  final  week  of  the  regular  season  in 
seventh  place  in  the  GLVC  but  went  3-1  in  that  week  to 
become  the  fifth  seed  in  the  six-team  tournament,  before 
bowing  out  of  the  double-elimination  event  with  two  con¬ 
secutive  losses. 

Outfielder  Sean  McBride  posted  the  highest  single-season 
batting  average  at  SJC  since  the  GLVC  began  using  wood 
bats  for  conference  games  in  1999.  He  is  also  in  the  top 
five  in  that  era  in  slugging  percentage,  on  base  percentage, 
and  hits.  Infielder  Mike  Victor  is  second  in  the  wood-bat 
era  at  SJC  in  runs  batted  in  and  third  in  doubles.  He  is  also 
tied  with  catcher  Mike  Marshall  for  fifth  in  home  runs  in  a 
season  during  that  time. 

Pitcher  Mike  Stawski  was  named  the  GLVC’s  Pitcher  of 
the  Week  for  the  week  of  April  12th.  First  baseman  Luke 
Barrett  was  named  First  Team  All-GLVC  at  designated  hit¬ 
ter,  while  McBride  and  senior  Jason  Negron  both  made  the 
Second  Team  in  the  outfield. 

An  11-2  win  at  Quincy  University  on  April  1 8th  gave  head 
coach  Rick  O’Dette  ’99  his  100th  victory  as  SJC  head 
coach.  His  current  record  stands  at  106-107-2  record  in  four 
years.

Saint  Joseph’s  College  saw  its  only  entrant  at  the 
NCAA  Division  II  Outdoor  Track  and  Field 
National  Championships  earn  All-American  honors 
on  May  28,  as  Taylor  Treesh  ’05  placed  seventh  in  the 
discus  throw  at  California  State  Polytechnic  University, 
Pomona. 

Treesh  is  the  first  All-American  track  and  field  athlete  at 
SJC  since  Aaron  Thomas  earned  that  status  indoors  in  200 1 . 

Seeded  19th  out  of  19  throwers  entering  the  event,  Treesh 
faced  long  odds  in  his  quest  to  break  into  the  scoring  col¬ 
umn.  His  second  throw  of  the  competition  went  162  feet, 
seven  inches,  which  was  not  his  best  throw  of  the  season, 
but  was  good  enough  to  put  him  in  the  ninth  and  last  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  final  round. 

Once  into  the  finals,  Treesh,  who  was  making  his  first  trip 
to  the  national  championships,  uncorked  a  personal-best 
throw  of  167-11  to  move  himself  up  two  spots  to  seventh. 
Ashland's  John  Schulte  won  the  event  with  a  toss  of  1 79-7. 

Treesh  was  one  of  just  two  athletes  in  the  field  to  post  a 
distance  which  was  better  than  his  qualifying  mark  to  get 
into  the  meet. 

He  also  qualified  for  Academic  All-American  honors  from 
the  United  States  Track  Coaches  Association.

Brian  Simmons 

In  1988,  Arizona  native  Brian  Simmons  was  fresh  from  his  gradu¬ 
ate  program  at  Pepperdine  University  in  Malibu,  California,  when 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  was  looking  for  a  new  addition  to  the 
Communication  Department.  By  the  fall  of  that  year,  he  was  in  the 
classroom  teaching  for  the  first  time. 

“College  professors  aren’t  normally  trained  to  teach;  they’re  trained 
in  their  discipline,  so  that  first  year  was  a  great  learning  experience 
for  me,”  he  explained.  “I  used  to  joke  that  my  students  should  have 
only  paid  half  tuition.  There  was  definitely  a  lot  of  on-the-job 
training.” 

As  the  years  passed  on,  Simmons  became  more  involved  with  SJC, 
serving  as  Faculty  Advisor  for  WPUM  Puma  Rock,  the  campus 
radio  station,  and  ventured  into  uncharted  territory.  The  group 
experimented  with  24-hour  live  programming,  as  well  as  broadcast¬ 
ing  all  home  and  away  games  for  football  and  both  men  and  women’s 
basketball.  In  addition  to  teaching  and  advising,  he  was  also  a  Core 
2  Director  and  belonged  to  numerous  committees.  His  tenure  ended 
in  1994,  when  he  was  asked  to  assist  with  the  founding  of  a  brand- 
new  institution,  Cascade  College,  in  Portland,  Oregon. 

“The  chance  to  be  a  part  of  something  from  the  ground  floor  was  an 
opportunity  too  unique  to  pass  up,”  Simmons  said.  “I  loved  the 
challenge  of  creating  something  in  the  way  that  a  parent  tries  to  shape 
a  child.”
